A band of travelling: gypsies came 
into Rushville early this morning in 
about a dozen automobiles and be­ 
fore the police could be notified the 
female members of the elan had scat­ 
tered throughout the 
city, begging 
and attempting to tell fortunes. 
Several cases of attempted rob­ 
beries were reported and when the 
police and Sheriff Jones bad round­ 
ed them up, eleven women were jailed 
on a charge of violating a state law 
concerning begging and fortune tell­ 
ing without a license. 
The women were jailed shortly be­ 
fore noon, and before being placed in 
jail the charges were filed iii Justice 
Stech’s court, where be announced 
that if they would plead guilty and 
leave the city, they would each he 
fined $1 and costs, which in all would 
amount to $00.80.

When the women were put in jail 
the clan waited around the jail and 
had caused such a disturbance that 
charges were 
filed this 
afternoon 
against the men, charging vagrancy, 
and plans were being made to take 
the children under 14 years to the 
poor farm. 
The men, upon learning that the 
affidavits were being drawn up, soon 
made their get-away in their auto­ 
mobiles, and the police were ready 
to put them in jail in case they came 
back to Rushville. 
Most of the eleven women in jail 
had infants in their arms, and one 
member of the clan, was confined in 
an automobile with a few days’ old 
baby. 
The gypsies denied that they had 
the money with which to pay their 
fines, but this morning several of the 
men attempted to trade their auto­ 
mobiles, and offered as high as $600 
in cash. 
The entire clan was dirty looking, 
and was cause for alarm when they 
came into Rushville. 
Several people 
reported that the women attempted 
to rob them, and even in the resi­ 
dential portion of tile city, they were 
found 'begging and frightening the 
people.

W. E. Wagoner, county 
superin­ 
tendent of 
schools,

booklets which explain the terms of 
the law and which will be distribut­ 
ed among the 
teachers. 
The 
law 
makes it perfectly plain that school 
officials who employ teachers 
are 
mandated to take out of beginning 
teachers’ salaries the fees which are 
required. In some quarters the sen­ 
timent has been expressed that trus­ 
tees and school boards could not be 
compelled to do this. 
A movement for a pension 
law, 
underway for many years, resulted 
in the passage of *a teacher’s retire­ 
ment fund law by the last 
legisla­ 
ture. Now that the law has gone into 
effect, school officials are as yet un­ 
decided, it is said, whether to favor 
the new law or not. The question is 
at least 
one 
that 
every 
teacher 
should 
consider 
very 
thoroughly, 
school officials say. 
The plan for the 
pension 
fund 
provides for the 
teachers 
them­ 
selves, furnishing three-sevenths of 
the fund, while the taste
